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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The arguments presented by the Applicant in the reply filed 08/01/03 are not convincing. Applicant's 
argument rely on the interpretation of the prior art presented in Shimizu et al. that it appears that Shimizu et al. is allowing the 
atmosphere to enter into the chamber along with the flow of inert gas; this assumption is incorrect since Shimizu et al. is clearly referring 
to the atmosphere inside the chamber which can cause water marks from the water already Inside the chamber from a previous etching 
process and not from the outside atmosphere, therefore the previous rejection to claims 13 and 14 still deem proper. 
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
